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The profits which aroſe from office or 
profeſſion were, in every reſpect, as bene- 
ficial to thoſe who received. them, as the

lt may de ſaid, that offices which were 
held at the pleaſure of the Crown, were in 
the nature of eſtates at will; and were liable 
to be determined by an exerciſe of the pre- 
togative; but it is not to be ſuppoſed it ever 
would have been exerted in an arbitrary or 
capricious manner, as it would be utterly 
repugnant to that juſtice and wiſdom which 
the Sovereign is preſumed ſo eminently to 
poſſeſs; for no man of prudence would 
have accepted of an office, to enter upon 
which it became neceſſary for him to relin- 
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quiſh other purſuits, unleſs he was ſatisfied 
his ſituation would be permanent, as long 
as he performed the duties incident to it wit 
credit and fidelity; nor would any man, 


who valued his reputation, expoſe himſelf_. 
to the diſgrace of a wanton diſmiſſion from £ 


the execution of a public truſt; the public 
officer, who was conſcious he performed his 
duty with ability and integrity, had no un- 
eaſy reflections about the permanency of his 
intereſt; for even where offices have been 
aboliſhed as uſeleſs and burdenſome, - it 
hath always been thought equitable to 
make ſome proviſion for the preſent poſ- 
ſeſſors; and if it hath been thought a rea» 
ſonable maxim, in the inſtance of uſeleſs 

ſinecures, it muſt hold, d fortiorr, in the 
caſes of thoſe to whom ſignal and reſponſible 
truſts have been committed, and who ſuf. 
fered much, and hazarded more, in the 


faithful diſcharge of their public duties. 


Emoluments ariſing from profeſſions were 
not derived from, nor were they dependent 
upon, the Crown, but accrued from the in- 
duſtry and the exertions of the individual;

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and thoſe profeſſional men, who uniformly 
adhered to their allegiance, voluntarily 
gave up, without any proſpect of remu- 
neration, very efletifial advantages, and in

With cheſe merits, and under theſe cir- 
cumſtances, thoſe perſons who have loſt 


their official and profeſſional incomes in 


America, with confidence look up'to the 
Juſtice and liberality of Parliament, for ſuch

- meaſure correſpond with their former ſi- 


tuations ; the Agents have ſubmitted, in
